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Army of 18,000 Men intime of Peace, be a Part of thi 
Bufinefs which is yearly to pafs of courfe in Parliament? 
It has been a long time continued from Year to Year, but 
if it once comes to be an Affair which is yearly to pat 
of courfe, wherein will it differ from thofe Standing Ar- 
mies by which the Liberties of other Countries have been 
undone ? 

* A Standing Army alone may not perhaps be fufficient 
for bringing fo great a Misfortune upon a People ; there 
mutt be other Caufes concurring ; but it may be averred, 


* that in all Countries where Arbitrary Power and Abjeét 
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en 
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Slavery have been introduced, . the fatal Change in the 
Conititution -has been owing to a numerous Standing Ar- 
my, a great Number of Officers of the Revertue, anda 
Proftitute Clergy ; and even thefe three concurring toge- 
ther, muft require fome Time before they can get the Bet- 
ter of the Liberties of a brave People: The Army muf 
be fo long kept up, and modelled in fuch a Manner, as 
to be entircly dependent on the Crown ; it is not tobe 
fuppofed, that the Officers and Soldiers of an Army raifed 
from among a free People, can be immediately divefted 
of all thofe Notions of Liberty with which they were 
endowed when they firft lifted in the Army ; but if they 
have a brave and cunning Commander, this may be done 
in a few Years, the Generality of them may be foon 
made regardlefs of every Thing but the Will and Pleafure 
of him who can prefer them toa fuperior Command: A 
large Revenue and many Officers cannot be at once efta- 
blifhed upon a free People, this muft be done by flow 
Degrees, and requires many plaufible Pretences : And it 
isto be hoped that the Honour and Virtue of the Clergy 
would itand fome little Shock, they could not at once be 
brought to that Degree of Proftitution which is neceflary 
for the Eftablifhment of Arbitrary Power. 

‘ At prefent, My Lords, we may depend upon his Ma- 
jefty ; we are convinced that he will not attempt to et 
croach upon the Liberties of his People; we make like 
wife depend on it, that our prefent Army would. not fup 
port any fuch Meafures, were they to be attempted 5 hs 
Majeity has been fo good as to employ Men as Officers 
the Army, whofe Honour and Integrity we may depen¢ 
on, but we are not fure of having always a King fo wit 


and good, or an Army of fo much Virtue and Hoss 
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‘and under the beft of Kings we ought to provide againft 
* the worft, 

‘I do not fay, Ady Lords, that we are now in any im- 
‘ mediate Danger of lofing our. Liberties, but I fay, that 
‘we are getting into that Way by which the Liberties of 
‘ every Country have been undone ; ; we are eftablifhing tha 
‘ Cuftom of keeping up a Standing Army i in time of Peace 
‘we are every Year increafing the Number of the Officers 
‘ of the Revenue, —_ will the Confequence be ? I trem- 
‘ Jn to think of it | We are not indeed under any Danger 
‘while his prefent Majefty lives to reign overus: But will 
* not every fucceeding King fay, why- will you treat me 
‘ worfe than my Predeceflor ? Why will you refufe to 
‘ grant me that Number of Regular Forces, or that Revenue 
which in the fame Circumftances you granted to my Fa- 
‘ther? And we well know, My Lords, how complaifant 
Parliaments generally are in the Beginning of a Reign ; . 
they are generally more apt to increafe both the Revenue 
‘and the Army of the Crown, than they are to diminifh ei- 
‘ ther; and if an ambitious Prince fhould fucceed to the 
Crow n, fupported by fuch a numerous Standing Army 
as what is now propofed, fo long kept ees as to have 
formed themfelves into a different Body from the People 
to whom they belong, and with fuch a Crowd of Off- 
cers of the Revenue as we have at prefent, all depend- 
ing upon fim and removeable at his Pleafare, what may 
he not ~ ? 

* Tam furprizec My Lords, to hear it faid, that Stand- 
ing Armies eae ‘hed no aut i in the overturning the Li- 
berties of the feveral Countries of Europe. It is true, 
that the moft numerous Army can be of no dangerou 
Confeq uence to the Liberties of any Country, as long as 
it depends upon a great ma ny Teads; an Army can ne- 
ver be of dangerous Confequence, till it comes to be en- 
tirely dependent upon one Man, and that it generally does 
When it i long kept up, more efpecially, if any one Man 
Comes to get the whole Power into his Hands both of 
Paying the Army, and of naming and preferring the feve- 
. ral Officers employed therein. ‘fulius Cafar had too Jong, 
4 Head not to be fenfible of this, and therefore he prc- 
cured himfelf to be fent into Gaul; there he continued for 
feveral Years at the Head of numerous conquering Armies, 
and having got into his own Hands both the Power of 


pa} ing and preferring i in his Army, he foon manag ged it fo 
‘ 
a 
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as to make them entirely obedient to him ; then he com- 
nanded them to march againft, and with them he con. 
quered his Country. If there had been no Standing Ar- 
mics of either Side, the Confequence could not have been 
the fame ; though a Civil War had broke out, the Armies 
newly raifed by each Side, muft have had a Dependance 
upon a great many Chiets,.and which ever Side had cot 
the Vict TY, the Chiefs would have taken Care of the 
Liberties of their Country ; they would have fettled them 
upon the ancient Foundation, or upon a better, if any 
better could have been contrived. 
‘In Spain it was likewife by fuch an Army, that their 
Liberties were deftroyed ; the Inquifition, it is true, was 
fet up much about the fame Time, and in all Countries 
an Ing: uifition of fome Kind or another generally accom- 
panies At rbitrary Power; there may be Courts of Inqui- 
fition with regard to Civil Affairs as well as Religious, 
and all Inquifitions are at firft eftablifhed upon fome “plau- 
fible Pretence:: The banifhing of the Moors and Jews 
out of his Kingdoms, was the Pretence made ufe of by 
Ferdinand then King of Spain, but the extending of his 
own Power was the Jatent and the chief Reafon : The 
Inquifition was not, however, the chief Caufe of the 
Lofs of the Spani/fh Liberties, it was only a Confequence ; 
for before the fettine up thereof, he had got the abfo- 
lute Command of a creat Army, which had been kept 
up feveral Years under Pretence of their War with 
Portucal, whofe then Kine r laid Pretenfions to the Crown 
of Si ain ; and by keeping his Country in continual Wats, 
he found Pretences to keep up a great Standing Army, 
with which, it is true, he conquered and banifhed the 
Moors, but he therewith likewife conquered the Liberties 
of his Country ; and the Chains of the People were foon 
fter riveted by a Prieft, a Cardinal Prime Minifter, who 
iain the cruel Work which Ferdinand by his Army 
nad fo fuccefsfully begun. 

‘ In France too, My Lords, it was by § Standing Aras 
chiefly that their Liberties were undone ; it was not, iM 
deed, by Armies modelled as they hoe them at vaelet 
but it was by altering the ancient military Force of the 
Kingdom that their Liberties were defroy ed; it was by 
their Kin ng’s taking the Army @ /@ Solde, as thev call it; 
for anciently the military Force of that Ki ngdom de- 


pended chiefly upon the Nobility or great Princes ; theif 
¢ Armic 
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Armies were compofed of the Troops fent to the G ene- 
ral Rendezvous by the feveral Princes of the Kingdom, 
who generally paid their refpective Troops; or if at any 
Time they had them maintained at the Publick Charge, 
yet each Prince retained in his own Hands the naming 
and preferring the Officers employed in his Troops, and 
therefore no one Man could ever procure to himfelf an 
abfolute Command over the Armies of that Kingdom ; 
but at laft this laudable Cuftom was laid afide, the King 
got into his own Hands the whole Power of raifing and 
paying the Armies to be employed for the Defence of the 
Kingdom ; and tho’ for fome time after he had no Mo- 
ney for that Purpofe but what was given him by the States 
of France, yet we may really look upon this Change as 
the Beginning of the French Slavery. However for a 
long time after this, the Kings of France could never pre- 
vail with their States to provide him with Money for con- 
tinually keeping up a numerous Standing Army; their 
Armies were raifed only when they had Occafion for 
them, and as foon as the Danger was over their Armies 
were difmiffed ; and yet, Ay Lords, they had for fome 
Part of that time a Pretender to their Crown ; our £a- 
ward the IIId, then claimed to be King of France, and he, 
My Lords, was a very terrible Pretender ; yet even by that 
imminent Danger they were then expofed to, they could 
hot be induced to keep up a Standing Army; they never 
had any thing but Militia, or Troops raifed as Occafion 
required, and with thefe they at laft banifhed the Englip 
qutte out of their Kingdom. 

" But as foon as the Kings of France got thus free of an 
Enemy within the Bowels of their Kingdom, they there- 
after took Occafion of every foreign War that happened 
to encroach a little further upon the Liberties of their Sub. 
jects, to multiply Taxes and Tax-Gatherers upon them, 
énd to get the Armies of the Kingdom more and morc 
under their Command: In all which they fucceeded be- 
yond Expeétation, by a moft ftupid Indolence that then 
reigned among the Nobility of France, and yet that Na- 
tion ftill retained fome Remains of Liberty, till a Prieft, 
Cardinal Richlieu by Name gavetheir Liberties the laft Stab. 
He indeed was a great Minifter, and a great Politician, 
tho” he oppreffed the Subjeé&t at home, yet he not only 
‘upported but raifed the Gentes of the Nation abroad ; 


he committed no Blunders in his Adminiftration, nor 
‘ 
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he fubmit to any foreign Powers in the Treaties or Negoti. 
ations he had with them ; and we may remember that in 
his Political Teftament, he left it as any Maxim, that the 
King ought never to part with any Tax he has once got 
eftablifhed, even tho’ he has no Ufe for the Money, becaufe 
by giving up the Tax, he lofes the Officers that are em- 
ployed in the collecting thereof. 

‘ Thisgreat Prime Minifter was fucceeded by another Priet 
a foreign Prieft, who had all his bad Qualities, but none of 
his good ; fo that by his Mifconduét, France was foon in- 
volved in a Civil War, and it is faid that one of the great- 
eft Men of France at that time, and one of tbe greateft 
Generals of the Age he lived in, told the Queen Regent, 
that fhe had a Fellow at the Head of her Affairs, who 
for his Crimes, deferved to be tugging at the Oar in one 
of her Gallies. But the Arbitrary Power of the King of 
France, had by his Predeceffor been fo firmly eftablithed, 
that it could not be fhaken even by the many Blunders he 
was guilty of ; the Nation however was not yet rendered 
fo tame, but that it was a long while before they would 
quietly fubmit to that Cardinal’s Adminiftration ; and we 
muit allow that even but lately there has a noble Spirit of 
Liberty broke forth in that Country, fuch a Spirit of Li- 
berty, Aty Lords, as might probably reinftate the People 
in the full Enjoyment of their former Liberties and Pri- 
vileges, if it were not for the great Standing Army now 
kept up in that Country. i 

‘ In Denmark, My Lords, it was their Nobles that were 
the Occafion of the Lofs of their Liberties ; they had 
for fome time thrown off the whole Weight and Charge of 
the Government off themfelves, and had laid it on the 
Necks of the Commons; the whole Expence of the Pub- 
lick they had for fome time raifed by Taxes which fell 
chiefly upon the poor People, and to which they contir 
buted but a Trifle; and the Commons being quite tir 
out with thefe Oppreffions and unjuft Exactions, refol- 
ved at laft to put the whole Power into the Hands of their 
Sovereign ; fo that whilft the Nobles were fitting and con- 
triving Ways and Means how to load the poor Tradefmen 
and Manufa@turers with fuch Taxes as did not much a 
ict them, they were fent for to the Caftle, and there 
were obliged to join in that Deed by which an abfolute 
Power was put into the Hands of the King, who cout 
mot make a worfe Ufe of it than they had done: Le 
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© the Method by which Arbitrary Power was eftablifhed i 
© Denmark, but it has ever fince been fupported only fae a 
* Standing ‘Army. 

‘In Sweden, My Lords, their Liberties were not only 
© deftroyed, but they were again reftored by their Army ; in 
© this laft Change, Jy Lor ds, that Country had the good 
* Luck to be moft fingularly happy, but how was that mott 
‘ ftrange and extraordinary Turn of their Affairs brought 
© about? I have fome Reafon to know it, becaufe I was in 
‘that Kingdom when it happened.. The late King of 

Sweden, My Lords, is well known to have been the Dar- 
‘ Jing both of his Nobles and Commons, he was fo much 
the Darling of the whole Swedi/p Nation, that almoft e- 
* very Man in it was at all times ready to facrifice both his 
* Life and his Fortune in his Service, and therefore he had 
no occafion to model his Army for any bad Purpofe; he 
* had employed none as Officers in his Army, but the No- 
‘ bility and Quality of the Kingdom, or fuch whofe Merit 
and Services fully entitled them to whatever Preferment 
* they were honoured with by him. His Prime Minifter 
however got at laft too great an Afcendant over him, Ba- 
ron Gortz, I mean, My Lords, who was a Man of no 
high Birth, nor any fuper-eminent Qualities ; yet by his 
Cu inning, he got fuch a Power over his Matter, that no- 
thing was done without him, no Poft Civil or Military 
“ was beftowed but according to his Direction, the Men of 
* the beft Quali ty in the Kingdom, the greateft Generals in 
the Army, were obliged to fubmit, and to fuc to him even 
for that which they were juftly entitled to; if they fh ewed 
“him the leaft Ne -olect, they immediately loft all Intereft 
about the King ; if any one of them difobliged the Firti 
Minifter, he might perhaps be allowed to keep his : ft 
in the Army, he was made ufe of when they had Occafion 
‘ for his venturing his Life for them, but from the Epa 
“he difobliged the King’s Prime Minifter, he loft his In- 
* tereft with refpect to the Army, he could not fo much as 
* as make a Subalears Officer; on the contrary, his Recom- 
* mendation was a fure Bar to any Man’s Preferment. 

‘ The Nobility, the Generals, ‘all the chief Men in the 
‘ Army were fenfible of the Slavery they lay under, and 
‘ were refolved to free themfelves therefrom if poffible 
‘ but their Government was then abfolute, there. was no 
, way of coming at Relief, but by making their King fenfi- 


‘ ble of the Difcredit that accrued to him, by allowing Bim 
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14.76 | 
“ felf to be fo much under the Management of any one 
‘« Man: They knew their King to be a Man of Judgment 


fore they all. refolved to put both the Governm ent 
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and Penetration, and therefore a great Number of them 
refolved at laft upon venturing to prefent a Memorial to 
him*upon the Head. This Memorial, AZ Lords, was 
a€tually drawn up and figned, and was ready to have 
been prefented when that brave King was killed by a Ran- 
dom Shot from Frederickfiadt which he was then befieg- 
ing. 

* If the King iad lived to have received this Memorial; 
we cannot judge what might have been the Confequence; 
notwithftanding of its being figned by fo many of the 
Nobility and chief Commanders, notwithftanding of the 
King’s Judgment and Penetration, his Affection for his 
Minifter might have got the better of the Refpect he ow- 
ed to fuch a Number of his Nobility and Generals; and 
if fo, as he was a moft abfolute Prince, the Memorial 
would have been doomed to be a feditious and a treafon- 
able Libel, and fome of them would certainly have paid 
with their Heads for their Prefumption ; but the King’s 
Death rid them of this Danger, and the Prime Minifter 
who had done fo many ill Things, was immediately 
feized, tried, condemned, and executed under the Gal 
lows, 

‘ By this Piece of publick Juftice, the Nobles and the 
Generals of the Army, whom he had principally offend- 
ed, were fatisfied, they did not defire to purfue their Ven- 
geance further than the Grave; but, 14 Lords, the Clergy 
of that Kingdom, thofe Men who but a few Weeks be- 
fore were his moft humble Slaves. thofe Men who would 
have defied him if the Chriftian Religion had not ftood m 
their Way, they had a Mind to fhew a fuperior Degree 
of Zeal, they petitioned in a Body that his Corps might be 
buried under the Gallows. 
‘ By the King’s Death, the flavifh Dependance of the 
Army was at an End, there was then no one Man who 
could pretend to any abfolute Sway over the Army, and 
as it was generally commanded by the Nobles of the King- 
dom, they had it frefh in their Memories what Inconve 
niences both they and the whole Nation had been fubj 

to by the abfolute and uncontroulable Will of theif for- 
mer King; as there was no one of them that could have 
any Hopes of fucceeding to his Arbitrary Power, won 
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‘the Kingdom, and’the Command of the Army, upon a 
‘new anda very different Fodting, As to the Govern- 
“ment of the Kingdom,” théy eftablifhed d limited Mo- 
‘ narchy, and finding that they muft neceffarily .keep up 2 
‘Standing Army to “defend their large Frontiers, they 
‘ therefore réefolved, in order that the Army might not be 
‘entirély dependent on the Crown, that for; the future the’ 
‘ Officers thereof fhodld-have* their feveral: Commiffions 
© Quam diu fe bene vefferit. Which Regulation a Nobleman 
“of that Country told me;"they took from the Regulation 
“we have iri England with fefpe& to our Judges, 

* It isy Ay Lords, a°wife-and a neceflary: Regulation ; it 
* is 2 Reoulation that ought in évery Country to prevail, 
‘ wherever a Standing Army makes a Part of their Confti- 
* tution: In’ all fuch' Countries’ the “Officers Commiffions 
* ought certainly to be Duam din fe bene gefferits and Piefer- 
* ments ought'to go in “Courfe according to Seniority, fome 
* few Cafes excepted ; for it is hard that a Gentleman who 
“has nothing but his Commiffion to depend on for his daily 
* Bread, fhould be obliged either to forfeit his Commiffion 
‘ or his hopes of Preferment inthe Army, orotherwife’ to 
“do what he “knows to be invonfiftent with the Laws and 
* Liberties’ of his Country. °°" | 

‘ T hope, Wy Lords, that avStanding Army fhall never 
* come to be a Part of our Conftitution, but if ever it doess 
“I will fay that without fuch a: Regulation as I have men- 
‘tioned, wé fhall then have nothing to depend: on for the 
‘ Prefervation: of our Liberties} but thé Honour of the Ar- 
re the Integrity of the Clergy, and the Vigilance of the 
* Lords, ; 

* From what I have faid, Wy Lérds, it is apparent that 
‘ a humerous Standing Army muft always be of dangerous 
* Confequence to the Conftitution of this Country ; and I 
* leave it to every Man to judgé, whether we ought to ex* 
* pofe our Conftitution to fuch*a Dahger, for the pretend- 
‘ed Apprehenfions of any Infurrection at home, .Gr of any 
“Invafion ftom abroad? As’ to Infurre@ions at home, we 
* are in no Danger’ of any fuch, as long’as his Majetty reigns 
‘in the Hearts and Affeétions of the Generdlity of his Sub» 
‘ jects ; and as to Invafions'from abroad, I think the Jittle 
* Succefs; ‘the many defigned Invafions mentioned by the 
* noble Duke has met with} is an unanfwerable Argument 
* for thewing us that we ought not to be under great Appr 
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< ought not to fubjeét ourfelves to any thing that may be in 
¢ the leaft dangerous to our Conftitution, for the fake of 4 
« Danger which Experience has fhewn to be fo very incon. 
 fiderable. 
‘If we fhould ever be threatened with a formidable Iny2- 
“ fion, we fhould have time to inctreafe our Army to any 
* Number we pleafed, we fhould even have time to difci- 
* pline that Army before we could be attacked by any great 
© Force, and thereby we fhould be in a Condition to defend 
‘ ourfelves at Land, if our Enemies fhould have the good 
© Luck to efcape our Fleets at Sea: And as to any fmall 
‘and unforefeen Invafion, if ever any fuch fhould be in- 
“tended againft us, they may probably meet with the fame 
‘ Fate that the former have done, but if they fhould meet 
‘with better Luck, if they fhould come fafe to Land, they 
© could not bring above five or fix thoufand Men, our Fleets 
© would prevent their being reinforced, and furely an Army 
© of 12000 Men in Great-Britatn, and another of equal Num- 
‘ber in /reland, would be {nfiicient to give a good Account 
‘of any fuch contemptible Invaders. 
‘It is not now, My Lords, propofed to disband our Ar- 
‘ my:entirely ; it is not propofed to throw out the Bill now 
‘ before us; we are for keeping up as great a Number as 
« may be neceflary for preferving the Peace and Quiet of the 
‘ Kingdom ; but we are againft keeping up fuch a Number 
‘as may be dangerous to our Conftitution. Tho’ the Lords 
* who were laft Year for a Reduétion, voted againft the pal- 
‘ fing of the then Mutiny Bill, ’tis not from thence to be 
“ concluded, that they were againft any Mutiny Bill, or any 
* Number of Regular Forces; they were againft the whole 
* Bill as it then ftood, but if that Bill had been thrown out, 
‘another might have been brought in according to their Li- 
‘ king, and that new Bill would then have been unanimouly 
* agreed to.

E.lof 1...a’s ‘may be pleafed to fay about an Army

‘ ter to model an Army fo as to make it fit for fuch Pur- 
‘ pofes; we know how difficult it is to know the private 
‘ Sentiments of Men’s Hearts ; in fuch Cafes Men often 
* conceal their real Inclinations under the Cloak of a feigned 
* Zeal for the dire&t contrary Opinion, which would make 
‘it very difficult for a Government that had any Defigns 
* againft the Liberties of the People, to know what Officers 
* were to be turned out, or who were proper to be continued, 
‘ or to be put in the Room of thofe turned out. It would 
* be impoffible to accomplifh this in a Year’s time, and if 
‘any fuch Practices were begun, if any Steps fhould be 
* made towards modeling the Army for a bad Purpofe, 
‘ the Parliament at their next Meeting would moft cer- 
‘tainly take notice of it, and would apply a proper Re- 
* medy before it could be poffible for any Prince or Ad- 
* miniftration to make the Wound incurable; and there- 
* fore, My Lords, 1 muft ftill be of Opinion that our Ar- 
‘my, while it is continued from Year to Year by Par- 
* liament, cannot be of the leat ill Confequence to our Con- 
* ftitution, were it much more numerous than what is now 
* propofed, 
‘ On the other Hand, My Lords, the Danger of redu-

fion, as it is faid, of the Duchy of Lorrain, or, at leatt of 
the Duchy of Bar, and afterwards to make a Vifit to Lu 
emburgh, 

It is reported at Dre/den, that the Confederate Poles having 
fent the Pata Conventa to that Court, the Eleétor has 
already figned them; and has granted thofe of Lithua- 
nia all the Privileges which that Duchy formerly enjoyed 
under their ancient Grand Dukes, The Saxon Troop, 
which, according to our laft Advices, were upon their March 
for Poland, are now actually entered that Kingdom, to the 
Number of 30,060 Men. Hf 

From Vienna we have Advice, that the Imperial Minuftry 
feems to be in the utmoft Confufion on Account of the Tre 
ty concluded between the three Monarchs of France, Spam, 
and Sardinia, at a Time when they thought themfelves 
of the latter, he having fo lately received fuch fingular Marks 
of his Imperial Majefty’s Favour.

U R laf Account of the Affairs of Poland was cattit 
down to the firft of O&ober. On the 2d. the

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That whoever was inclined to bring Provifions, or any other 
Neceflaries thither, might do it with all Safety, and need 
be under no Apprehenfion of Violence. ‘The 3d. a Ru/- 
fon Trumpeter crofled the Vi/fula, and, being firft hood- 
winked, was carried to the Camp of A/Zariamtount,* where 
he was introduced to the Crown Regimentary, the Pala- 
tine of Kiow. His Bufinefs was to enquire into the Cir- 
cumftances of the Ruffian and Saxon Minifters at arjaw, 
and how they had been treated ; declaring that the Army 
would behave accordingly. The Palatine anfwered, that 
their Perfons were yet fafe, but that he could not be anfwer- 
able for their remaining fo, if the Ruffians fhould attempt 
to pafsthe River. On the 4th, the Ru/fans began early to 
cannonade, but did not continue it long. The fame Day, 
they made an Attempt to pafs the River, aslittle above 
Warfaw, near Cickerky, they advaiced as far as the Ifland
